Corporation has quietly set in mo- 
tion a two-fold operation which it 
believes will piovide small busi- 
ness firms with all the postwar 
financial help they will need. 


The RFC outlined the plan as 


follows: 


1. The agency will paiticipatc in 


bank loans to industry whenever 
a bank requests it. RFC will, in 
effect, guarnatcc up to 75 per cent 
of tho loan, and will actually put 
up 7o per cent of the money any 
time the bank calls for it. The

2. It" a business enterprise can't

Soviet Newspaper 


Interprets Action 


London. April 7—(AP) —The 


soviet government, newspaper Iz- 
vcsua charged today that the Ja- 
panese had been watching to take 
advantage of a 
"golden oppor- 


tunity" in Asia and had strength- 
ened their alliance with U.c nazis 
even when it became clear that 
Germany was doomed. 


The newspaper's editorial, broad- 


cast by the Moscow radio, broke 
a silence in Russia on tlie inter- 
pretation of the soviet union's de- 
nunciation, but said the soviet un- 
ion took the step as a "direct re- 
sult" of the fact that Japan was 
an ally of Germany and was at 
war with Britain and the United 
States. 


Until the signing of the treaty 


in --19 U. Izvcstia said, relations 
between Russia and 
Japan had 


been "of an absolutely 
unsatis- 


factory character" for more than 
two decades.' The newspaper ad- 
ded that after Adoif Hitler's tem- 
porary successes in his attack on 
Russia "many Japiincsc politicians 
prepared to stake their fate on 
Hitlerite cards". 


The newspaper referred to "Jap- 


anese intervention in the Far East 
in 1918 and 1P22. numerous fron- 
tier conflicts and the finai memor- 
able events at Lake Khassan and 
at the river Khalkin Gol in 1933 
and 1939".

There was also a col- 
lection of some of thc early things which were used in the township 
of Palmyra and which are owned by thc descendants of the early 
families who r.ov.- reside in a::u around Di.xor.. 


Mrs. Fulfs emphasized the fact that the community was particu- 


larly fortunate in having: good soil and easy building facilities for 
the early pioneer. Springs alontr 
Sugar Creek also were an induce- 
ment to early settlement. Some of 
thc very first families included 
men such as George Page, who 
was the first white child born in 
the community, and S. H. .Bcthea 
both of whom afterwards became 
nationally and even internationally 
know figures and who used their 
influence directly and indirectly 
to keep thc township progressive. 


Thc early rural settlements in 


this part of the country were not 
attempted until after the hostile 
Indians had been driven from Uie 
community during- the Blackhawk 
war in 1S32. The main road from 
Peoria to thc Galena lead mines 
crossed through Palmyra township 
after crossing thc ferry at Dixon, 
and it was near Uiis road that 
some of the first'scttlcments were 
made in 1P3-1. In that year the 
Morgans. 
Stewarts, Pages and 


Fellows settled.

township was Adelia Coc Sills a 
daughter of the Frederick Coe 
family who settled in 1836.
